The Stingers opened 
up play against the St. 
Joseph College (Vermont) 
Saints, one of the top teams 
in the American Mayflower 
Conference. Under’ the 


guidance of mentor Mark 
Cartmill, the Saints came 
marching in to Montreal 
anxious to make a name for 
themselves. And they did, 
battling Concordia to the 
final buzzer and losing 72- 
69. Arvanitis pumped in 25 
points for the winners while 


Cohee and Perin 
contributed 18 and 17 
respectively. Dalhousie 
upended the Ryerson 
Polytechnical Institute 


Rams 100-83 in their first 
round match to set up the 
exciting final. 

Perin, the talented 
recruit from Vanier College, 
led the way for Concordia 
with 25 points. Arvanitis, 
selected as the 
tournament's Most Valuable 
Player, added 20 points and 
Cohee had 19. 

St. Joseph took home 
the consolation trophy, 
defeating Ryerson 104-88.
